Napoleon’s Influence — (Part two). 

On July the 12th 1611, 
an "Eeuwig 

Edict” (Forever edict) 
was proclaimed by 
Albrecht & Isabella 
from the House of 
Habsburg of Austria, 
rulers of the 
Netherlands from 1595 
to 1621. 

This edict applied to the 
Southern Netherlands 
Provinces and it 
required the compulsory 
registration of baptisms, 
marriages, and burials. 
This work was carried 
out by Churches, but 
it’s implementation 
varied from place to place. In the Northern provinces, it was not enforced at all. 


After the French Revolution, the Act of 20-25 September 1792, introduced the requirement 
for the registration of Births, Marriages, and Deaths. 

When the Southern provinces of Belgium and The Netherlands were annexed by France in 
1795, a decree was introduced on 17 June 1796, that this same requirement was valid in the 
Southern Provinces.

Later in 1811 Napoleon introduced compulsory registration of Births, Deaths and 
Marriages, to all remaining provinces of The Netherlands. At different dates throughout the 
Netherlands during 1811 and 1812, official records were kept by Municipal Authorities in 
large books. 

In fact, if you were married in the Netherlands, couples were issued with a Marriage 
Booklet instead of a simple Certificate, like in Australia. This Booklet was particularly 
important and had to be kept very safe. This book had to be produced every time there was 
a Birth, a Death or a Marriage in the family and these details were then recorded not only in 
the Municipal Records but also in the Couple’s Wedding Book. 

Furthermore, each time a couple moved to a new house, they had to present written 
notification to their Municipality within 5 days. If they moved to a new Municipality, a 
record was provided to the couple, which then had to be presented to the new Municipality 
within 5 days. If they stayed within their existing Municipality, they still needed to notify 
this within 5 days. 

Hence, it is so much easier to follow the movements of your forebears by searching for 
these Municipal Records. 

So, this indeed was a good improvement introduced by Napoleon. He also introduced the 
system of how Land Titles are transferred from Seller to Buyer through “Cadastre”. 
Parcels of land were identified by Surveyors, much like they do today. We can only 
imagine the chaos that existed before these changes came into being. 

However, there were consequences that flowed from decisions by Napoleon. As mentioned 
in part 1, on the 18th August 1811, Napoleon ordered by Decree, that everybody without a

last name had to choose one. As many hadn’t done so, on the 17" May 1813, a new decree 
was issued that people must choose a surname before the 1st January 1814. Hence the silly 
names referred to in the article that appeared in the Neerlandia Magazine of September 
2020. Even this date proved that some people still hadn’t registered a surname so that on the 
8 November 1825, King Willem I introduced a Royal Order, giving people another 6 
months, in which to choose a surname. 


The other consequence of Napoleon’s influence was unintentional, but appears to be 
causally related to Napoleon incorporating the Dutch ZA into the PE DA. Army. 
In the "Nederlands Instituut voor Militairen ! : i 
Historie” (NIMH — Netherlands Institute for 
Military History) they found names of at 
least 53,000 young men who fought for 
Napoleon under the French Flag in places 
like Spain, Germany, Poland, and Russia 
between 1797 and 1814. Most probably, this 
would be the minimal figure and many more 
may well have served under Napoleon. Very 
few of these men returned home! It was 
estimated that only 5% of those 53,000 
returned, out of a population of just over 1 
million men. That is a significant total. As a 
consequence, this act created an imbalance between men and women. This then possibly 
explains why women married men, who were 5 plus years their junior during the early and 
middle part of the 19th Century. 


Napoleon the Jurist. 
Napoleon was also a considered Jurist. 


By this, we look at the introduction of the concept in Law of: 
“Being considered innocent, until proven guilty”. 


Before 1808, Criminal Justice was controlled by the parliament 
system. The parliament system, from before the Revolution, had 
been guilty of much abuse, while the criminal courts established 
by the Revolution were a complex and ineffective system, subject 
to many local pressures. 

Parliaments were judicial organizations consisting of a dozen or 
more appellate judges, or about 1,100 judges nationwide. 

They were the court of final appeal of the judicial system, and 
typically wielded much power over a wide range of subjects, particularly taxation. Laws 
and edicts issued by the Crown were not official in their respective jurisdictions, until the 
parliaments gave their assent by publishing them. 

The French Revolution's Declaration of the Rights of Man and of the Citizen, declared that 
suspects were presumed to be innocent, until they had been declared guilty by a court. 

A concern of Bonaparte's was the possibility of arbitrary arrest, or excessive remand 
(imprisonment prior to a trial). Bonaparte remarked that care should be taken to preserve 
personal freedoms, especially when the case was before the Imperial Court. These courts 
would have a great strength, they should be prohibited from abusing this power against 
weak citizens without connections. However, remand was still the usual procedure for 
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Napoleon Bonaperte 


defendants suspected of serious crimes | 
such as murder. Fa 


Antiquated Code about Family. 


With regard to family, the Napoleonic 
Code established that the family is the 
basis of community living and 
regulations were made to ensure the 
good functioning of family life was 
maintained . His personal experiences 
with his less than faithful Josephine, led 
him to make comments about Marriage | 
and the rights of women. 

In essence, he established the 
supremacy of the man over the wife and children. According to the Code, it was the duty of 
the man to provide for and protect his wife and family. However, the wife has to be 
obedient and was not allowed, except with his permission, to bear witness against him. In 
his writings it was observed that he found it absurd that the man: "The sex who, through her 
strength, her efficacy, her spirit, and her other abilities, only finds his supreme bliss when 
he languishes in the shackles of a weak passion and under the influence of a being who is 
spiritually and physically weaker than himself." 

NOTE that in his earlier years he had little interest in sexual 
pleasures with either sex. 

His experiences with Josephine also gave him cause to declare 
that women needed to be restrained and that based on sexuality, 
they were fickler than men and they were controlled by their 
tendency to spend their man’s money as fast as possible. 

A man was allowed to divorce a wife who was playing around. In 
the case of a playful man, a wife could only divorce her husband 
if he allowed his mistress to live in the same house. 

Aren’t we all glad the days of Chauvinism are well and truly banished into history? 

Divorce by mutual consent was abolished in 1804. He also wanted Adoption to be made 
easier and be regulated in an official way. 

There is a lot written about the legal reforms that shifted Law away from the Feudal or 
Royal Despots, into what we now know as a just legal system where guilt has to be proven 
in a court of law. Representation for the accused is offered by the State if they cannot afford 
one of their own. Old crimes created through Superstition 
were omitted in the new code. These included Blasphemy, 
Heresy, Sacrilege, Witchcraft, Incest and Homosexuality. 

So, whilst Napoleon was seen as a Revolutionary on Military 
Grounds through his many wars throughout Europe, he did 
also introduce quite a number of reforms which have 
progressed Societies for a better life. However, his military 
actions in later years did cause a lot of social disruption and 
loss of life to many families.

Two years later he 
revolutionised the old reel-to-reel tape system 
by inventing the cassette tape. ‘I got annoyed 
with the clunky, user-unfriendly reel to reel 
system, it’s that simple’, Ottens said later. The 
new carrier had to be small enough to fit into 
his jacket pocket, Ottens decided, and he had a 
wooden model made to determine the ideal 
size. In 1963 the first plastic encased cassette 
tape was presented at an electronics fair 
carrying the slogan ‘smaller than a pack of 
cigarettes!’ The tapes were quickly copied by 
the Japanese but in different formats. Ottens 
managed to make a deal with Sony to use the 
mechanism patented by Philips to introduce a 
standard cassette which was then rolled out 
globally. Over 100 billion were sold 
worldwide. 

Ottens went on to develop the CD, which 
again became a Sony-Philips standard and 
which sold over 200 billion. In 1986 Ottens 
retired, but he was often asked if he was proud 
of his inventions, which allowed millions to 
have access to music. ‘I have no ‘pride dial,”’ 
Ottens said in an interview, stressing that both

Harlingen, the most Northern mainland City 


Harlingen is a Municipality and a City in the 

Netherlands, in the Province of Friesland on the coast 

of the Wadden Sea. 

Harlingen is served by two stations on the railway line 

from Leeuwarden. From 1904 to 1935 there was also a 
Flag & Coat of Arms of Harlingen. passenger service on the North Friesland Railway, 

freight being carried until January 1938. 

The Town of Harlingen in Texas, in the United States, is named after this City because 

many of the original settlers of the Texas Town came from Harlingen, Friesland. 


History: 

Harlingen received City rights as far back as 1234 and has a long history of fishing and 
shipping. Although Harlingen is one of the eleven Cities in Friesland, it is perhaps the 
least Frisian of them all and few people speak the 
Frisian language as their mother tongue. 

Harlingen started to grow in the 12th century, when 
the monks of a nearby monastery dug canals to 
improve the trade activities in the area. For a few 
centuries however, the Town remained of minor 
importance compared to the nearby University 

City of Franeker. As the harbour grew, however, so 
did Harlingen's wealth and fame. 

These days, most of the shipping is related to the z — 

transportation of salt from the local salt factory. Traditional Friesian boats and well
